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LESSE IN DIE LESERKUNDE 
7. SKERING EN INSLAG BY LEXTUUR

Mense wat tevrede is om armsalige sensasie- 
lektuur te lees verraai daardeur die power- 
heid van hul geestes- en sielslewe. Dit is 
die taak van die bibliotekaris om te doen wat 
hy kan om die sulkes te verruim en te verryk. 

Ons het gesien dat die leser met verskillende motiewe gebruik maak 
van lektuur en dat hy tot sy beskikking het twee tipes lektuur en 
daardie lektuur 6f outisties 6f realisties kan benader al na gelang 
van sy motief. Ons moet nou nader aandag gee aan die twee leeswyses. 

Tot dusver het ons die leser as n ontdekker beskou, maar as ons sy 
maniere van lees noukeurig nagaan, dan blyk dit dat hy nie net n 
ontdekker is nie maar self ook n uitvinder. Die boek wat ek lees, is 
n heeltemal ander boek as wat die skrywer geskryf het en wel omdat ek 
self iets uit my eie geheue bydra en iets uit my eie geaardheid toe- 
voeg en daaruit n geheel produseer wat eenselwig is. 

In my bewussyn gebeur by die lees van n boek iets wat vergelyk kan 
word met wat gebeur by die weef van n oosterse mat. Die matwewer 
span eers op n weefgetou ewewydige kettingdrade, die sogenaamde 
skering van die tapyt, daarna vleg hy met naald of spoel dwarsdrade 
deur die kettingdrade, die sogenaamde inslag. By die leesproses vorm 
die teks van die boek die skering terwyl die leser uit sy eie 
ervaring en inwendige rykdom (of armoede) die inslag bydra. Die re- 
sultaat is net soseer n skepping van die leser as wat die teks n 
skepping van die skrywer was. Hoe ryker ons eie kennis en hoe fyper 
ons gemoedslewe hoe meer maak ons van n boek en, laat my dit byvoeg, 
hoe minder.geduld sal ons h@® met n teks wat as skering minderwaardig 
is. Mense wat tevrede is om armsalige sensasielektuur te lees ver- 
raai daardeur die powerheid van hulle eie geestes- en sielslewe. 
Laat ons hulle nie daaroor veroordeel nie, dit is ons taak as biblio- 
tekarisse om te doen wat ons kan om hulle geestelik ruimer en ryker 
te maak. 

Die twee leeswyses wat ons genoem het verskil van mekaar hoofsaak- 
lik deur die inslag en om die aard van hierdie bydrae te verstaan, is 
dit nodig om n oomblik aandag te gee aan sekere bevindings van die 
dieptepsigologie. As ons vir ons rekenskap probeer gee van ons hou- 
ding teenoor mense en sake en van die redes van ons handelinge, dan 
vind ons dit in die re#l betreklik maklik om voorstellinge en oogmer- 
ke te vind waarin hulle verklaarbaar is. Psigolo#® wat probeer om die 








dieper gronde van ons gesindhede en gedrag op te spoor meen egter dat 
ons, ons wat dit betref dikwels, miskien meestal, vergis want agter 
die bewuste voorstellinge en oogmerke 1@ daar sekere oerdrange wat 
ons van ons voorouers getrf het. Hierdie oerdrange is nie almal ewe 
sterk nie en die sterkte-verhoudings kan aansienlik verskil van per- 
soon tot persoon. Verder kan dieselfde drang op verskillende maniere 
as behoeftes in die bewussyn tevoorskyn tree soms op n wyse wat siek- 
lik of misdadig is, soms op n wyse wat gesond en sosiaal lofwaardig 
is. So 16 daar n oerdrang wat ,,sadisme" genoem word aan die grond 
van die lewenshouding van die moordenaar sowel as aan die van die 
chirurg. 

Ex het in n vorige les ges@ dat die mens een van sy eie uitvindings 
is. Ons kan dit nou verder verstaan in die lig van hierdie psigolo- 
giese opvatting. oor die loop van baie duisende jare en in die lig 
van tallose eksperimente het die mens vir hom beelde gevorm van die 
uitingsvorme van die oerdrange wat goedgekeur kan word en die wat 
verwerplik is. Moord is verwerplik, diens aan die medemens is lof- 
waardig; haat is verwerplik, vergewensgesindheid en grootmoedigheid 
is goed. Buitendien is daar talle van beroepe en ambagte geskep 
waarin die mens sy oerdrange op n goeie manier kan bevredig. Hierdie 
verwerking en veredeling van die uitingsvorme van die oerdrange en 
die beelde wat gevorm is van die mens as beroepsmens, as grootmoedige, 
as kunstenaar, as bediener van die medemens, is die waardevolste deel 
van die kultuur. 

Terloops moet bygevoeg word dat die individu nie vanself tot hier- 
die edelvorme van dranguiting kom nie, hy moet dit verwerf deur ge- 
leer te word en deur dit self te leer. Waar n kultuur tydelik of 
permanent in duie stort sien ons hoedat die edelvorme van dranguiting 
by baie mense verdwyn en die drange in hulle primitiewe woede botge- 
vier word. Dit kan in hoogkulture soos die van Wes-Europa ewe goed 
gebeur as in gestuite kulture soos die van mMidde-Afrika. 

Selfs onder normale kultuurtoestande kan al die drange van n indi- 
widu selfs in die edel-behoeftevorme nie tot uiting kom nie en speel 
die minder edele behoeftes nog n rol in die agtergrond. Die indiwidu 
het egter n metode om met hierdie behoeftes om te gaan, wat deur die 
psigolot die ,meganisme van projeksie" genoem word. Eintlik is daar 
twee ,meganismes" of tegnieke: projeksie in engere sin en introjek- 
sie. By projeksie probeer ons ons los maak van onedele behoeftes 
deur hulle in n ander persoon te beliggaam en hom dan te blameer vir 
wat eintlik in ons eie binneste 1@. Elke generasie en elke volk het 
sy eie paaiboelies, die grootmisdadigers en grootsondaars waarin die 
mens sy eie ,sondige" natuur na hartelus kan haat en verafsku. Maar 
elkeen van ons het sy eie sondebokke wat sy eie skuldige gewete se 








laste moet dra. In die lektuur vind ons die sondebok in die skurk in 
wie ons onedele behoeftes vervulling vind terwyl ons self skotvry 
daarvan afkom. 

By introjeksie vind die teenoorgestelde plaas. Daar is sekere be- 
hoeftes, dikwels genoeg edelbehoeftes wat ons vanwet sosiale versper- 
rings of ons eie onbegaafdheid of onvermot (die gees is gewillig maar 
die vlees is swak) nie kan bevredig nie. Dit laat by ons n gevoel 
van verydeling ontstaan. Nou kan ons hierdie behoeftes middellik be- 
vredig deur ons te identifiseer met n persoon wat begaafd is en in 
staat is om te doen wat buite ons vermo# 1@. In lektuur is daar die 
maklike weg om deur introjeksie bevrediging van hierdie soort behoef- 
tes te verkry deur identifikasie met n held wat feitlik alles vermag. 

Wanneer ons outisties lees, is elkeen van ons in meerdere of minder 
mate n Walter mMitty. In James Thurber se kortverhaal "The Secret 
Life of Walter Mitty" word vertel van die gedwet pantoffelheld wat 
vir sy onbeduidendheid vergoed deur die wonderlikste dagdrome waarin 
hy as ervare vlugkommandeur sy vliegtuig deur drastiese optrede be- 
veilig, as meesterchirurg met onortodokse metodes die lewe van n mil- 
joen@r red, ens. Die invloed van sy lektuur is duidelik in hierdie 
introjektiewe behoeftebevrediging. Wanneer mens n roman outisties 
lees, is jy met n dagdroom besig waarin jou eie behoeftes die inslag 
is by die skering van die teks. Dit hoef natuurlik nie n roman te 
wees nie, dit kan ook n biografie of n reisbeskrywing wees. Sommige 
mense is selfs in staat om wetenskaplike werke so te lees en hulself 
te identifiseer met die skrywer, wie se briljante uiteensettings en 
paradoksale gevolgtrekkings deur die leser vir homself toegeéien word; 
terwyl hy lees is hy, vir homself, kundiger en skerpsinniger as wat 
hy anders is. 

In die laasgenoemde geval speel sekere ander behoeftes n rol. Ons 
kan hulle intellektuele behoeftes noem. Soos ander behoeftes gaan 
ook hulle terug op oerdrange, maar outisme is by hulle bevrediging 
nie so belangrik nie. Volgens die psigoloog L. Zsondi het ons hier 
te doen met twee drange, die om die persoon uit te brei, en.die om n 
vastigheid te verkry. Die persoon wil hom oritnteer in die werklik- 
heid, n eie plek daarin kry vanwaar hy n sekere mag kan uitoefen. Hy 
kan dit onder ander verkry deur oorsig en insig in die werklikheid. 
Sy houding teenoor die werklikheid is realisties want hy wil kennis 
h@ en dus sal hy hom in sy denke en ook in sy lektuur altyd weer af- 
vra: wat is die werklikheid? Outistiese lektuur kan hierdie lewens- 
houding nie bevredig nie. Ons het daarvoor ,realistiese” lektuur 
nodig. By hierdie soort lektuur is die teks ook skering, maar die 
inslag is die kennis wat ons reeds opgedoen het, die insigte wat ons 
verkry het. Die resultaat is n eie lewens- en wérel dbeskouing. 
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PLAY READING COMES TO KIRKWOOD

During the forty years I have been associated with the town of 
Kirkwood and its surroundings |] have learned to know the people very 
well. My knowledge of them forces me to the conclusion that they 
are, or rather we are a sad crowd. [I am not alone in this conclusion. 
I have had talks with a cross-section of the inhabitants, and most 
are agreed that there is very little community spirit in us. With 
this in my mind it can be realised that I was not very optimistic 
when I learned that a Play Reading Group will present a play for 
our entertainment. I predicted that it would be ’a flop’, and mrs. 
Coetzee, the Regional Librarian told me that [I was a pessimist, a 
bird of ill omen and not a nice person to know. She also told me 
that I would have to find a man to read a small part in the play. I 
always have an odd feeling prior to any crisis that threatens me and 
this feeling occured when I learned that [I had to find a man to take 
part in the show. However I was determined to do everything I could 
to make the show a success. 

I placed one of the posters I had received in a prominent position 
in the Library and drew everyone’s attention to it and explained at 
length what it was all about. Everyone to whom I spoke seemed to be 
quite enthusiastic and some even said that Kirkwood should have a 
Play Reading Society of its own. The response to my propaganda was 
very gratifying and [I felt sure that there would be a good audience 
on the Big Night. The only wail of disappointment was from the 
children, who were banned from attending. It was not because the 
Play was thought to be unsuitable for them that we banned them but 
because Kirkwood children are something special where entertainment 
is concerned. If they do not approve of what is being presented or 
do not understand it they are apt to take over and ’entertain’ the 
audience from the gallery. 

I was fortunate in getting someone to read the small part. He had 
done quite a lot of this sort of thing and was considered to be very 
good at it, so I was pleased with him. He suggested that [I contact 
the leaders of two Play Reading Societies down the valley where there 
was a potential audience. This I did and the Chairman of the Addo 
group promised to do his best to get a few people up here. The cli- 
mate for success was so favourable that I gegan to think that perhaps 
Mrs. Coetzee was correct in her estimation of my character, and I 
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made up my mind to be less of a wet blanket in future. 

On Thursday evening the reed [I had been leaning on collapsed and 
the man who had promised to read the short part rang up to tell me 
that his irrigation turn was scheduled for Friday night, so he would 
be unable to do his bit. The next day, Friday, [I began a frantic 
search for someone else. Had the part called for a woman reader J] am 
sure I would have got myself into trouble. These are difficult times 
and any man, even one as respectable as myself, who is observed rush- 
ing about accosting women is likely to be viewed in a not too favour- 
able light. Finally I managed to get one of the Teachers at the High 
School to take on the job. At three-thirty he came along and told me 
that his wife had arranged a bridge evening so he too was ’awf’ly 
sorry old boy’. After pondering over this crisis for the rest of the 
afternoon Library session I very bravely determined to take over the 
part myself and damn the consequences. 

The N.T.0. readers arrived at five-thirty and I met them at the 
Hotel and we had a spot together. They needed it, so did I. srs. 
Coetzee was quite happy about me doing the ’small bit’, and Mr. van 
der Merwe reassured me that there was nothing much to read. He handed 
me the book and showed me the part, it was short thank heaven. At 
seven-fortyfive I met them at the Hall and was given an intensive run 
through the part for quite thirty seconds. [t was then decided that 
the Hall was too large for the number of people who were there so we 
moved into the banqueting room. This was a very good move as this is 
about a tenth of the size of the Hall and compacted the twenty-five 
members of the audience and gave the illusion that we were playing to 
a capacity house. 

The Readers were excellent, everyone who was there has remarked on 
how they enjoyed the whole thing. They all said, however, that they 
did not think the play was suitable for Kirkwood. Knowing all the 
people who were present I have no hesitation in saying that all who 
were capable of appreciating the play were present. I am sure too 
that it is not the type of play for Kirkwood, that is if any appre- 
ciable number of people are to be attracted to this formof entertain- 
ment. Here in Kirkwood we like lots of Mealie lands and Ox wagons, 
sweat, tears and blood. Everyone was disappointed that we could not 
feed the Readers before they left. We are very good at feeding 
people; perhaps that is an asset after all. 

Last night there was a Manequin Show organised by the W.A.A. Inter- 
spersed were recitations, singing and a Rachmaninoff Concerto played 
by the Dominee’s wife which was exceptionally good. The whole pro- 
duction was excellent yet there were only 150 people there mostly 
women. [I went, not because [ wanted to see the lovely girls, No! No! 
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but just to represent the Public Library Scheme. I am now very glad 
that I did go as it was a very delightful show. The paucity of the 
audience is an indication of how low we have descended culturally. 
We are just concerned in making a living and not with living a full 
life. There was a time, it seems ages ago, when we could put on 
shows like Princess Ju Ju, a musical Comedy with a cast of about 
thirty. I suppose it was a very amateur production but although it 
may have been a poor thing it was our own and a complete success. 
The place was packed to the doors. Things do not happen like that 
now, everyone wants to be entertained, no one wants to be bothered 
with entertaining others unless there is a substantial cash rakeoff 
for themselves. What with the tarred road to Port Elizabeth and the 
bright lights anything of a cultural nature in Kirkwood does not 
stand much chance of being a success. 


LAURIE VAN DER MERWE’S REPLY 


There seems to be a misunderstanding about the purpose for which 
these playreadings are given. They are not intended to be an ordina- 
ry theatrical entertainment for the wide public, but as a demonstra- 
tion of acted readings for the guidance of local playreading groups. 
Where there are no groups in existence they are intended to stimulate 
the usually small number of people who are interested in forming a 
group of their own. 

This was the first visit to Kirkwood, and for the occasion, the 
thirty odd people who had turned up was quite enough for the purpose 
of the playreading. 

As far as choice of plays is concerned, it was explained that the 
Library Players, because they are a full-time professional group, 
concentrate on the unusual type of play that the local groups are not 
likely to tackle themselves. 

Except for two other places, [In Camera received a very apprecia- 
tive and enthusiastic welcome, but it is not pretended to be a play 
for the broad public. 

A group like this, which receives some official assistance, must 
present something a little more thoughtful than the usual, plain 
drawingroom comedy. 

The choice of plays, also, is greatly influenced by the fact that 
avery small company’s three (and a maximum of four) people can be 
sent on tour with a series of readings. The choice is consequantly 
limited.

the people of Ceylon, Pauline readers’ interests. 
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Often books, periodical articles and pamphlets have to be borrowed 
from other libraries. Sometimes it is difficult for a layman libra- 
rian to understand at once what is required and more information has 
to be requested from the reader, or a sudden spate of subject re- 
quests tempts us to deal with the easy ones and "think a little long- 
er" about the more obscure. Delay (postal delay must be remembered 
as well) is inevitable. But to speed the system up as much as possi- 
ble, it has been decided that in some cases requests may be sent 
directly to the Central Reference Library instead of through the 
Regional Library. 

It is up to the librarian to decide where to send the request. If 
it is fairly general, and in a well-known field, for example, for a 
book on dressmaking or household decorating, fishing or boatbuilding, 
flower arranging or vegetable growing, popular psychology or’ travel 
in South Africa, it should be sent to the Regional Library, which 
should be able to supply what is required with very little delay. 

If, however, the reader wants something on the Cape lobster, culti- 
vating broccoli under South African conditions, school architecture, 
building a fibreglass sharpie, the customs of the Watutsi - in other 
words, if the request is specific and covers a small, specialized 
area - or, of course, if the request is genuinely urgent and the 
librarian is not certain that the Regional Library will be able to 
supply it, it may be sent directly to the Central Reference Library 
in Cape Town. And it will be easier and quicker to deal with if the 
reader can send an explanation of an obscure subject, or suggest a 
source for the information he seeks, and, to avoid disappointment and 
double work, list books he has already consulted. 

The librarian should try to find out exactly what technical level 
the material should be, and make a note of the reader’s status. 
There is no point in sending "Teach yourself plumbing" to the Town 
Engineer, or a study of the theory of ballistics to a fourteen-year- 
old schoolboy interested in rockets. Equally, someone who wants to 
make a few domestic repairs would not find a book on municipal water 
supply any more helpful than a member of Moonwatch would find an 
elementary introduction to satellites and space-ships. 

The more information the librarian can obtain from the reader 
about what he wants to know, the more likely it is that we will find 
what he needs. One of the greatest of a librarian’s pleasures is to 
give a reader just what he is looking for; and one of the greatest 
disappointments is to track down exactly what you think is required, 
only to be told that he has seen it before, or that it is too tech- 
nical, or, worst of all, that it isn’t really what he had in mind at 
all.

KORTVEFHAALREGISIER, compiled by G.R. Morris. 


This word, published by the Transvaal Provincial Library Service, 
is an index to over three hundred volumes of short stories, and three 
periodicals, namely Standpunte, Tydskrif vir Letterkunde, and the 
Jaarboek van die Afrikaanse skrywerskring. 

It is devided into four parts, a list of the collections indexed, 
with the abbreviation it has been assigned, an alphabetical list of 
translations, and an alphabetical list of titles. Here is an example 
of an entry in the Afrikaans author list: 


ROTHMAN, Mimie E. 
Hol krans, Die GaW, KOR, STA ILI) 


Reference to the list of collections’ tells us that this short story 
is to be found in: 

GEW - Die Gewers, by Mm. E.R. (othman) 

KOR - Kortpad ... kortverhale, comp. by F.¥. La@tegan 

STAIII(i) -Standpunte, vol. III no. I. 

The extent of the list of authors whose stories ar@ ava@ilable in 
Afrikaans may come as a surprise to many. The list of tra@mslations 
reveals such well known names as Nigel Balchin, Conan Doyl@, Aldous 
Huxley, Nadine Gordiner, de Balzac, Angus Wilson, Graham Greene, paul 
Gallico, Chekov, Danan Runan, Sartre, Saki, Karel Capek, Edgar Allan 
Poe, Tolsoi and Dylan Thomas. * 


The compiler in his foreward stresses the importance of the short,

This index is a tool that assists the librarian in stimulating anew 
in short stories the interest that is their due. 
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CLEANSING PROCESSES 


E.D. Seabrook Esq. of Service Pro- 
ducts tells us how to give new 
life to damaged books. This 
series on cleansing processes 
will be continued. 


So many librarians have at 
Vacation Schools and at other 
visits sought our help on first 
aid to books that we have 
approached wr. E.D. Seabrook who 
is a book binder and an authority 
in this field for some hints on 
the subject. 

But at the outset of this ar- 
ticle we stress, and we cannot 
stress enough, that valuable 
books had best be left alone. We 
should add, here, that if there 
is any doubt about the value of a 
book it had best be left for ex- 
perts. And, anyone applying the 
following knowledge to any book 
at all is please to try out their 
experiment with paper of the same 
type first. Ed. 

Most stains can be cleaned by 
dipping the affected leaf in a 
size made of 1 oz. isinglass, or 
a good gelatine with a consistan- 
cy of 1 oz. to 1 quart of water. 
This preparation should be warmed 
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to approximately 120°F. and then 
strained through muslin before 
using. A page taken out of any 
solution should be spread flat 
out on a sheet of blotting paper 
on a very flat surface and left 
to dry carefully. When almost 
dry the page should be weighted. 


THUMB MARKS OR MUD STAINS 

These marks respond to the 
treatment of a gentle sponging 
of warm water and a weak solution 
of Alum water (1 tablespoonful 
to one quart of warm water). 


INK STAINS 

A solution of 1 oz. Permanga- 
nate of Potash in one quart of 
luke warm water should do the 
trick in this instance. Place 
the affected sheet in this solu- 
tion until it turns brown, and 
after the sheet has been allowed 
to soak for an hour or so it 
should be removed and well rinsed 
under a clear running cold water 
tap. 

A word of warning is offered 
here; great care should be exer- 
cised regarding the force of the 
stream of water employed, other- 
wise serious damage could be done 
to the sheet whilst it is in such 
a limp and saturated state. 
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Having rinsed the paper thorough- 
ly it should then be placed in 
another solution made of the fol- 
lowing: 1 0z. Sulphuric Acid in 
one pint of water. (This solu- 
tion has the action of bleaching 
the sheet of paper). After soak- 
ing, which will need careful 
watching the paper is removed and 
rinsed again by fresh running 
cold water. Should the paper 
differ in colour, replace the 
sheet in the Permanganate of 
Potash solution and add a little 
cold tea or coffee which will 
tend to restore it’s "weather- 
beaten" appearance. At this 
juncture I must stress great care 
should be keynote in this "trick- 
of-the-trade". (At this juncture, 
the Editor who has tried this ex- 
periment would like to warn all 
would-be experimenters that this 
particular advice is best left to 
experts. Please note that anyone 
without an education in chemistry 
is not to handle: Sulphuric Acid). 


GREASE- STAINS 

Dab the surface with ether, 
place a clean sheet of blotting 
paper over the affected area and 
press with a hot flat iron. 
Here too, a word of caution is 
offered, great care should be 
given to the volatile nature of 
this substance. Should this 
operation not prove successful 
a very weak solution of 1% hydro- 
cholric Acid could be tried. 
The use of benzine is not recom- 
mended seeing it leaves an "oily 
like mark" on the materials. 





GREASE- CRAYONS 

First of all remove the ° grease- 
base’ of the crayon with an 
application of ether and then 
apply the Alum-water treatment. 


BLOOD- STAINS 

Soak the affected material in a 
basin of cold water; then the 
stain can be removed by the pro- 
cess of washing the area with a 
soft nail-brush that has been 
charged with soap. Rinse the 
sheet well and leave it flat to 
dry. 

Never use hot water for the 
removal of blood stains, heat 
renders the albumen insoluble. 


FOX MARKS 


These little brown stains are 
caused by the Salts of Iron in 
the paper oxidising. These and 
other discolourations can be re- 
moved by placing the sheet in a 
basin containing a quantity of 
liquor sodae chlorinate, or Eau 
de Javalles or an Aqueaus solu- 
tion Chloramine T 104%. 

Another process is to paint the 
spot in question with milton and 
by the application of a piece of 
blotting paper "lift the stain". 

Should the stain prove to be 
very obstinate, an application of 
Axalic Acid 10% by means of a 
Artist’s pencil (brush) and then 
blotted with blotting paper may 
help to solve that difficulty.

The list of countries in 
which he held consular posts co- 
vers a vastly important area in 
European politics and this work 








gives a graphic history of the 
contemporary events and policies. 
It provides not only an insight 
into the working of the consular 
corps, but the international pro- 
blems which occupied governments 
of the period. Well-written in a 
sober civil service tradition, 
but without the civil service 
jargon. The book is at once home- 
ly and unpretentious in style and 
makes excellent reading. The 
final chapters on Persia are 
first-rate.
